Normal Use of
Water Is Again
Permitted Here

Dominguéz Pumpi ng Plant
Operating During Recon-
struction Following Quake

Normal consumption of water is
again- permitted in Torrance, It is
annouhced by E. C. Nelson, presi-
dent of the Torrance Water, Light
Power Company, and the re-
stricted use of water, as requested
by Mayor Klusman in a proclama-
tion issued shortly after the earth-
quake, is no longer necessary. A
number of bacteriological tests
have been taken within the last
few days and In every case the
water has been found to be free
of harmful bacteria, Nelson stated.

The pumping plant of the
Dominguez Water Company at
Carson and Alameda . boulevard
which was damaged by the earth-
quake, Is being entirely recon-
structed and will be a much
stronger and better structure, as
near quake proof as possible, the
Herald wad informed by George H,
Hand, chlef engineer of the com-
pany. Mr. Hand pointed out that
at.no time since the temblor has
Torrance been without water, and
there should bo no apprehension
regarding the supply of water for
TTorrance  from the Domingues
plant. The pumping plant at Car-
son and Alameda is again operats
ing and supplying Torrance con-
sumers, Mr, Hand stated, and
added that there was no reason
for not resuming normal use of
water,
